Challenges: 

Midway through the quarter we found that some of the sizes of Cuties diapers are no longer available through Jet. We have been told that they will be switching 
to a new brand sometime in the next few weeks. For now we are buying Luvs diapers for the sizes that are not available in Cuties. We are not getting the 33% 
discount that we were getting through the Jet/Cuties Community Diaper program. So the diapers are a little more expensive then they have been. But since we 
are still not at the maximum expense that we expected for the diaper program, this temporary increase in the per diaper price should not affect the number of 
women we can server nor the number of diapers we can give to each woman.
